and his men had of surrendering is 
indicated, Burrows points out, by 
their sacrifice of food' and ammu 
ruuon which they could have had 
by attracting the attention of the 
aviators who flew over every day 
trying to locate the battalion so as 
to drop supplies The besieged bat- 
talion was provided -with squares of 
red and white oilcloth which, 
spread on the ground, comld be seen 
bv the airmen, but the men refused
